“  CIVIL  SERVICE  ACT,  1945.” 


December  11th,  1948. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  74 
of  the  “  Civil  Service  Act,  1945,”  being 
chapter  11  of  the  Statutes  of  1945,  His  Honour 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been 
pleased  to  rescind  the  regulations  under  the 
headings  “  I.  Welfare  ”  and  “  II.  Appeals  ”  of 
Order  in  Council  No.  380,  approved  March 
2nd,  1946,  and  substitute  the  following  regula¬ 
tions  : — 

“I.  Welfare. 

”'1.  A  committee  elected  as  provided  for  in 
section  72  of  the  ‘  Civil  Service  Act,  1945,’ 
may,  for  the  purpose  of  making  representa¬ 
tions  on  matters  affecting  general  welfare 
and  conditions  of  employment,  request  a  meet¬ 
ing  with  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council. 

“  2.  Any  request  for  a  meeting  shall  set 
forth  a  concise  statement  of  the  matter  or 
matters  to  be  discussed. 

“  3.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
upon  request  for  a  meeting,  may,  within 
thirty  days  of  receipt  of  said  request,  notify 
the  committee  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
meeting. 

“  4.  At  any  meeting  held  for  the  purpose  of 
these  regulations,  the  parties  shall  have  the 
right  to  engage  in  discussion. 

“  5.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
may  refer  any  matter  or  matters  under  dis¬ 
cussion  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  or  to 
a  Board  of  Reference  as  provided  for  in  sec¬ 
tion  74  of  the  ‘  Civil  Service  Act,  1945,’  for  a 
finding  on  the  facts. 

“  6.  For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations, 
where  any  matter  or  matters  are  referred  to 
a  Board  of  Reference  pursuant  to  section  74 
of  the  ‘  Civil  Service  Act,  1945,’  the  provisions 
of  subsections  (a)  to  (p)  of  section  8  of  the 
regulations  governing  appeals  shall,  mutatis 
mutandis,  apply. 

“  7.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council, 
for  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  may 
mean  a  committee  of  the  Executive  Council. 

“  II.  Appeals. 

“8.  (a)  A  Board  of  Reference  referred  to 
under  section  74  of  the  *  Civil  Service  Act, 
1945,  Amendment  Act,  1948,’  shall  consist  of 
three  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Crown  in 
right  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia. 

“(b)  Two  members  of  a  Board  of  Refer¬ 
ence  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
designated  as  chairman,  and  one  member  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  association  of  employees 
recognized  pursuant  to  section  72  of  the  ‘  Civil 
Service  Act,  1945.’ 

“(c)  No  person  shall  act  as  a  member  of  a 
Board  of  Reference  if  he  has  participated  in 
or  been  involved  in  any  matter  that  is  the 
subject  of  the  appeal  or  reference. 
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“(d)  If  a  member  of  a  Board  of  Reference 
is  unable  to  sit  on  any  appeal  or  reference, 
another  person  shall  be  appointed  in  his  place 
by  the  appropriate  authority. 

“(e)  A  person  desiring  to  appeal  pursuant 
to  section  71  of  the  ‘  Civil  Service  Act,  1945,’ 
shall  file  written  notice  of  appeal  with  the 
Chairman  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

“  (/)  The  notice  of  appeal  shall  concisely 
set  forth  the  grounds  of  appeal  and  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion  within  thirty  days  after  the  appellant  has 
received  notification  of  the  decision  appealed 
from  or  within  such  extended  time  as  may  be 
granted  pursuant  to  clause  (g). 

“(g)  An  extension  of  time  for  appeal  may 
be  granted  by  the  Provincial  Secretary,  not¬ 
withstanding  that  the  time  for  appeal  has  ex¬ 
pired  at  the  time  the  application  for  extension 
is  made. 

“(h)  The  Chairman  of  the  Commission 
shall  forthwith  transmit  a  copy  of  the  notice 
of  appeal  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil,  and  if  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
orders  that  the  appeal  be  heard  by  a  Board  of 
Reference,  a  copy  of  such  Order,  together 
with  a  copy  of  the  notice  of  appeal,  shall  be 
forthwith  transmitted  to  the  Chairman  of  a 
Board  of  Reference.  If  the  Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor  in  Council  hears  the  appeal,  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  subsections  (  i)  to  (p) ,  inclusive, 
shall,  mutatis  mutandis,  apply. 

“  (i)  The  Chairman  of  a  Board  of  Refer¬ 
ence,  within  fifteen  days  of  the  receipt  of  such 
Order  and  notice  of  appeal,  shall  notify  the 
appellant  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hear¬ 
ing,  and  the  date  of  said  hearing  shall  be  not 
later  than  thirty  days  subsequent  to  the  re¬ 
ceipt  of  the  Order  and  notice  of  appeal.  The 
Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  obtain  from  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  a  transcript  of  the 
evidence  taken  before  the  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  at  the  hearing  of  the  matter  in  re¬ 
spect  of  which  the  appeal  is  taken. 

“(j)  The  hearing  before  a  Board  of  Refer¬ 
ence  shall  be  by  way  of  rehearing  and  shall  be 
based  upon  the  transcript  of  the  evidence 
given  before  the  Civil  Service  Commission ; 
provided  that,  where  it  is  alleged  by  any  of 
the  parties  to  the  appeal  that  there  is  error 
in  the  stenographic  record,  the  Chairman  may 
call  such  witnesses  for  such  examination  and 
cross-examination  as  he  considers  necessary. 

“  (k)  The  appellant  or  his  representative 
and  a  representative  of  the  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  shall  be  entitled  to  present  argument 
to  a  Board  of  Reference,  either  orally  or  in 
writing. 

“  (l)  Any  of  the  persons  referred  to  in 
clause  (k)  may,  with  the  leave  of  the  Board, 
present  new  evidence  not  given  at  the  hearing 
before  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

“  (m)  Evidence  given  before  a  Board  of 
Reference  shall  be  under  oath,  and  witnesses 
shall  be  subject  to  examination  and  cross-ex¬ 
amination  in  accordance  with  the  principles 
observed  by  Courts  of  law. 

“  (n)  The  appellant  shall  be  entitled  to  re¬ 
ceive  from  the  Board  of  Reference  one  copy 
of  the  transcript  of  evidence  taken  on  the 
hearing  before  the  Board.

(Chapter  28,  R.S.B.C.  1936.) 

T)  URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the 
-L  “  Stock-brands  Act,”  being  chapter  28, 
R.S.B.C.  1936,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  has  by  Order  in  Council 
No.  2822,  approved  December  11th,  1948, 
amended  the  regulations  dealing  with  the 
shipment  of  stock  or  hides  by  truck  or  other 
road  vehicle  without  inspection,  made  by 
Order  in  Council  No.  1018,  approved  May

“8.  No  person  shall  transport  horses  for 
range  purposes  or  transport  stallions  for 
breeding  purposes  except  pursuant  to  a  per¬ 
mit  therefor  first  obtained  from  the  Minister, 
and  the  fee  payable  for  such  permit  shall 
be  $3.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 

Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬
